Planning board presses 
appeal of Inwood decision

Proponents of a four-building 
office park to be constructed in 
Woburn with access through Wil- 
mington may get another chance to 
meet with local officials on their 
proposal. However, members of 
the Wilmington Planning Board 
made it clear last week they were 
still appealing a recent land court 
ruling on the project. 

Most of the 53 acre parcel lies in 
Woburn. Planners were upset 
when they learned the Inwood 
Office Park developmént would be 
accessed from West Street in 
Wilmington, but they would have 
little to no control over the project. 
Trustees: of TCW Inwood Land 
Realty Trust went to court to seek a 
declaration that they could use 
West Street without first obtaining 
subdivision control approval or 
site plan review from the Wilming- 
ton Planning Board. According to 
Chief Justice John Fenton, pro- 
ponents do not have to go under 
subdivision control in Wilmington 
because none of the buildings will 
be located in Wilmington, But, he 
added, since the access road is a 
"principal business use," TCW has

Wilmington officials will move 
ahead with a Small Cities Grant 
application following input from 
interested residents at last 
Thursday's public hearing. 

Town Manager Michael Caira 
served as moderator and gave an 
overview of the application. The 
town is applying for approxi- 
mately $650,000 to be used to 
create housing for lower income 
families, to develop a recreation 
area at the corner of Grove and 
Wild Avenues, and to help 
Wilmington's unemployed. Grants 
range from $100,000 to one 
million dollars, said Planning 
Director Lynn Duncan, and have to 
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to obtain site plan review prior to 
construction. 

Planners said last Tuesday they 
felt the judge misunderstood the 
board's regulations in issuing his 
decision. Planning Director Lynn 
Duncan said site plan review is 
more advantageous to the dev- 
eloper because the project can't be 
denied. Under subdivision control 
itcan. 

The whole issue was raised by 
board Chairman Dick Longo, who 
explained town officials met 
recently with representatives of the 
developer to discuss the appeal and 
try to iron out differences and set 
up an informal hearing before the 
town, While planners said a 
meeting might not be a bad idea, 
some veteran board members 
recalled that a previous meeting 
with the developer and his agents 
did not go well. 

"They've snubbed us from day 
one. When they did come to see us, 
they brought nothing," said Carole 
Hamilton, referring to a lack of 
any kind of site plan or docu- 
mentation. 

Longo said he was told the 
planning board at that time had

the developer.

Duncan noted there has been a* 
tumover and new people were now 
involved with the project, which 
got underway in 1989. 

Longo reported that several 
issues were discussed with pro- 
ponents. He said TCW agreed to tie 
into the industriplex cloverleaf 
directly to I-93 instead of accessing 
West Street if state and federal 
Officials allow that option, One 
that approach, 
however, is that few highways are 
allowed to access private property, 
said Longo. The chairman ex- 
plained the developer would be 
willing to come under site ‘plan 
review without penalty to him. 
Hamilton said she was not anxious 
to meet again with proponents 
unless her board saw a plan of the 
entire project first. Longo warned 
that a site plan review might 
prejudice the board's appeal. 
Duncan assured members the 
developer is willing to bring in 
plans and documents for the 
board's review.

At the hearing, said Duncan, 
residents raised concerns about 
maintenance, security, and noise at 
the proposed recreation area.

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used as a dumping ground 

During discussion of the 
unemployment component of the 
application, it was pointed out the 
money can go towards job 
counseling., job training, or net- 
working with local businesses. A 
suggestion was made to use some of 
the money to counsel the 
unemployed 

Questions were also raised on 
handicapped accessibility in 
housing and the recreation area and 
eligible income levels. Town 
officials said if they receive the 
grant they would encourage local 
contractors to register for the 
program. 

Duncan said she was pleased both 
by the turnout of approximately 30 
town officials and citizens at the 
hearing and the "strong commit- 
ment" made to the components 
outlined in the application. 

“The hearing was very helpful,” 
she said adding the overall reaction 
was "positive, absolutely.”

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Concom rejects motion 
to re-open sewer hearing

A move to reopen a closed 
hearing on the Northeast Intercep- 
tor sewer project failed last 
Wednesday leading Conservation 
Commission Chairman Dennis 
Poltrino to stalk out of the brief 
meeting and threaten to resign. 

The special meeting was called by 
Poltrino. Members of the Water 
and Sewer Commission had 
requested reopening the hearing to 
comment on several conditions in 
the draft order of conditions drawn 
up by Conservation Administrator 
Eileen Chabot. 

Poltrino told a crowd of abuttors 
and other interested parties he may 
have been premature in closing the 
hearing. He said while the order of 
conditions was "very substantive," 
he and other board members still 
had concerns about the project and 
some of the conditions needed to be 
reviewed in open session. 

Member Tom Roussell disagreed 
with this view. He said, unless there 
is new evidence presented, reopen- 
ing the hearing would be “the 
biggest mistake” the commission 
could make. He said such a move 
would set a bad precedent. Later, 
Roussell told the Town Crier "his 
committee is not equipped to 
reopen a closed hearing at the 
whim of any member or any 
officer." 

Once a hearing is closed, the 
commission has 21 days to sign and 
forward a final copy of the order 
of conditions to the Department of 
Environmental Protection. Follow- 
ing that, there is a 10 day appeal 


period. The appeal period on the 
sewer project ends next Thursday. 

Last week, the motion to reopen 
the hearing was denied in a four to 
two vote. Only Gary Mercer and 
Poltrino favored the motion, 
Following the vote, Poltrino 
walked out of the meeting, which 
was then quickly adjourned as 
stunned audience members 
demanded to be heard. 

After the meeting, water and 
sewer commissioners as well as 
their engineers from Fay, 
Spofford, and Thorndike said, 
while the order was “funda- 


mentally sound” they had hoped to 
make some “clarifications” to the 
document. Chairman Arthur Smith 
said it was his feeling the engin- 
cering firm had done a good job on 
the project so far. 

"We put a lot of faith in their 
ability to run this project prop- 
erly," he said. 

Chabot commented after the 
meeting that she had tried to take 
both commissions’ concerns and 
abuttors' feelings into account in 
drawing up the order. 

"This is a massive project and it 
needs tight control,” she’said. 


Hearing set for 
sewer project 


The Wilmington Water and 
Sewer Commissioners will hold a 
public informational hearing on 
the proposed Northeast Interceptor 
Sewer on Thurs., Sept. 19 at 7:30 
p.m. in the Town Hall auditorium, 

The 7.25 mile sewer project has 
attracted some interest among local 
residents who raised questions 
during the Conservation Commis- 
sion hearing 

The sewer will run from the 
southerly end of Fordham Road to 
Park Street, to the Woburn Street 
School, then cross-country to the 
railroad tracks near North Street 


The sewer will follow the tracks 
from Salem Street down to a point 
near the Trask Lumber warehouse, 
where it will then go through 
Federal Gardens, along Federal 
Sureet and Kenwood Avenue. At 
the end of Kenwood, it picks up a 
lateral from West Street, and goes 
cross country to Woburn Street, 
near Lowell Street. The sewer will 
also run along Lowell Street from 
West Street to Maple Meadow 
Brook. At that point, the line will 
go cross country again, parallel to 
the brook. It will tie into the 
existing sewer near the Town Park. 


Work in wetlands 
defies stop order

An equipment operator and a 
landscaper who apparently were 
working for local restaurant owner 
Michael McCoy were issued a 
warning Tuesday morning to cease 
filling operations and remove a 
bulldozer from the site.

The filling was brought to Cha- 
bot's attention by Conservation 
Commissioner John White, who 
said work had been ongoing over 
the weekend. Chabot said in order 
for the work to continue, McCoy 
needed to obtain permits from the 
gas company and the commission 


Chabot estimated that several 
truckloads of fill had already been 
brought in. Goodwin told Chabot 
he was working for Earl Hupper. 

Though the warning was issued 
that morning, workers were 
Observed again bulldozing on the 
site Tuesday night at 7:25 p.m.

Wilmington operates a sewer 
system that presently serves about 
600 residential, commercial and 
industrial users, with treatment of 
the sewage being provided by the 
MWRA. The purpose of the study 
is to completely evaluate all the 
technical, economic, legal and 
social factors affecting the town's 
option to remain a member of the 
MWRA or to become independent. 

Michael Angieri, P.E., who sat in 
during the discussion last Thursday 
had several points to make: 

1, What ever you are building 
today is already outmoded. 

2. Can a town legally break away 
from the MWRA? 

3. Can you find a proper place to 
be the discharge point for the 
effluent? 

The results of the study by the 
consultant are to be presented in a 
report form, and all available town 
documents, sewer system reports, 
water supply reports arid master 
plan are to be made available for 
review and use. An initial meeting 
is to be held to review the firm's 
proposed detailed scope and a 
schedule of work, and afterwards 
monthly meetings are to be held.

The biggest concerns seemed to 
be the location of the street opening 
and the configuration of the lot. 

"It just seemed to me the building 
didn't fit the lot," “said Austin 
Rounds. 

The site plan will next be 
reviewed by Town Engineer 
Harold Gillam before going to the 
board of appeals for any variances.

TAKE NEXT EXIT AND

The proposed development of Inwood Office Park in 

neighboring Woburn may be as much a traffic nightmare for 

Wilmington and Reading as it promises to be a tax revenue boost 
for Woburn. j 

The TCW development company has recently passed a critical 
hurdle in obtaining a so called Section 61 finding from the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Works for the Inwood Park. 
However, local officials in Wilmington have taken TCW to court 
over the hotly contested issue of traffic access to the proposed , 
industrial development. "There in lies the rub. The tax dollars 
will be in Woburn but the traffic in Reading and Wilmington", 
said Planning Director Lynn Duncan. 

Under present plans Inwood's traffic would enter and exit via 
West Street. Projections that the impact would be severe on that 
section of town are considered reasonable. 

Wilmington officials are on target in seeking the only viable 
solution which is providing a Route 93 access route to the Inwood 
project. Woburn Mayor John Rabbit has proposed a possible 
means for doing this. The mayor floated a trial balloon with the 
government, suggesting that Inwood be provided access to the 
Industri-plex interchange, providing direct route to Inwood via 
93 and sparing West Street the distinction of being the principal 
access point. The Industri-plex interchange would be a direct 
highway link to the industrial area in Woburn adjacent to Route 
93. However, government officials have been stubborn, 
contending that the interchange, still on the drawing board, 
cannot be altered in design to accommodate Inwood. You can see 
the handiwork here of a “can't do" bureaucrat, protesting 
vociferously any changes to interchange drawings. 

Town Manager Mike Caira affirmed the town's position which 
is "to encourage the state and federal authorities to recognize what 
we believe will be a serious increase in traffic on Wilmington 
streets," said Caira. "I believe they should have a break-in access 
road off the interchange which would direct traffic to Inwood." 

Lynn Duncan described the Industri-plex interchange option 
as "ideal" and said’she is presently scheduling a meeting between 
the developers and the planning board to improve the relationship 
between the two. 

Things haye been stormy with both sides since December of 
1989 when the Wilmington Planning Board ruled that Inwood 
must file a definitive subdivision plan because of the access road 
in Wilmington. Inwood contested this in land court seeking 
declaratory judgment. 

The ruling has been called a split decision but may have been a 
defacto victory for the developers. The judge decided that 
Inwood cannot be regulated under subdivision control but does 
come under site plan review in Wilmington. However, site plan 
review can only be invoked by a planning board when building 
permits are involved. Wilmington has not had to issue any 
building permits as all the Inwood construction is actually 
occurring in Woburn. 

Though the planning board is still in court appealing the land 
court ruling, their director is trying to smoke the’ peace pipe with 
TCW. "We would like to talk and see if we can do this through 
cooperation rather than litigation," said Duncan. 

State Representative Rob Krekorian (R), whose district is 
Reading and part of Wilmington, said he supports the tie-in 
proposal of Mayor Rabbit of Wobum, accessing Inwood from 
the new interchange. "It will be essential that we do everything 
politically possible to work toward an Inwood/Industri-plex tie-in

in the future to alleviate those traffic problems,” said Krekorian, 
who plans to.take advantage of his close ties with the Weld 
Administration and the Department of Public Works. 

Under present plans the impact of Inwood can only be 
negative for Wilmington, which comes on the bottom of Inwood's 
totem pole. Reading officials have worked out an agreement 
where the developers will pay that town $241,000 for traffic 
improvements, while Wilmington gets nothing but the traffic. 

Municipal officials have every incentive to continue their 
work with state and federal officials, lobbying for the viable 
alternative which is an access road to Route 93. Today's Inwood 
plan would make it a dichotomy project, blessing the Woburn 
municipal treasury while snarling Wilmington traffic and 
creating numerous headaches for the community. 

Briefly in politics... 

As state lawmakers make their pilgrimage to Beacon Hill this 
week following summer recess, Representative Marianne 
Brenton (R - Burlington) is set to be a key player in what will be 
a major piece of education legislation. Brenton is co-sponsoring 
Senator Arthur Chase's (R - Worcester) bill which will correct 
flaws in the bipartisan effort to initiate a comprehensive school 
choice program for Massachusetts public schools. Should the bill 
become law the Bay State could become the second state in the 
nation to develop a broad based school choice plan, following the 
lead of Minnesota. 

The key component to Brenton's legislation would be a 
guarantee that communities sending students to other systems 
would not be obligated for the full cost. "This will keep a town 
from depleting its Chapter 70 money," said Brenton. Instead, 
costs will be shared with the state, and parents will pay according 
to a sliding tuition scale based on a parental needs test. 

School choice faces stiff opposition from the Massachusetts 
Teachers Association but enjoys ardent support from Governor 
William F. Weld and Senate President William Bulger. 
"School choice is an attempt to stimulate improvement. It's one 
innovation that we hope will begin to turn around the quality of 
our education system", said Brenton. 

Never one to worry about consistency, Shawsheen Tech 
Superintendent and director of the state's patronage haven known 
as the MWRA Charles Lyons, placed the blame for the town's 
fiscal troubles at the feet of former governor and his mentor 
Mike Dukakis. "If the state had not added tens of thousands of 
state jobs over the last decade, there would be money for 
education today," Lyons told the Lowell Sun. Lyons, ironically, 
takes frequent criticism for hiring pals at the MWRA, an agency 
always immune to tough times. Lyons also supported the recent 
pay hike at the Authority, condemned by most legislators and 
local officials. Further still, Lyons just accepted a pay raise 
himself. "Charlie Lyons must be dangerous with a credit card", 
said Selectman Chet Bruce. 


Notes and Addendum: 

The latest unemployment statistics are bad tidings for 
Wilmington and slight relief for the local economy in Tewksbury. 
according to the Massachusetts Department of Employment and 
Training (DET), Wilmington's unemployment figure in July- hit 
10.9 percent while slipping in Tewksbury to 9.7 percent. 50 
Wilmington residents lost jobs in July for an unemployment total 
of 1,081 people. In Tewksbury a few people found relief as the 
town's total number of unemployed fell by 114 for a new total of 
1,449. State-wide, the July unemployment figure dropped by 0.1 
percent. R 

DET calculates the total work force in Wilmington as 9,800, 
15,012 in Tewksbury. Wilmington Assistant Town Manager Jeff 
Hull said that the town's unemployment rise will be used to justify 
application for a Small Cities Grant which could bring as much as 
$700,000 to the town in November including training programs 
for the unemployed. "A rise in the unemployment figure would 
further justify the need for that component of the small cities 
grant," said Hull.

Timing important | 
for sewer project

The proposal for a sewer system to serve the east side of 
Wilmington ran into some rough sledding at its hearing before the 
Wilmington Conservation Commission. ‘ 

The sewer is designed to meet the sewerage needs of the east and 
northeast parts of Wilmington. Its design has been in the works for 
a few years. 

In advocating for the sewer, Water and Sewer Commission 
Chairman Arthur Smith points out the dangers of continuously 
loading the soil with nitrates. Nitrates have two properties which 
are problematical. First, they. encourage bacterial growth, Second, 
they do not go away. Continued use of an increasing number of 
septic systems will lead to increasing pollution of the groundwater 
on which Wilmington relies for all of its water supplies. 

A sanitary sewer, on the other hand, carries all sewage to a 
treatment plant. Although the treatment plant isn't perfect, it is a 
system that is being improvec, and is not a threat to Wilmington's 
groundwater. 

The design for the sewer system is an intricate piece of 
engineering, done by highly qualified engineers who specialize in 
that type of work and nothing else. 

The plan for the sewer includes a line to run the length of 
Fordham Road, serving an industrial area. The flow would run 
north by gravity to a pumping station, which would collect and 
pump sewage fronr that entire sector through a force main which 
would go across Route 93. 

With very little reason, some residents of the Park Street area 
decided they did not want the pumping station in their 
neighborhood. The Water and Sewer Commissioners agreed to 
move it — at increased cost — farther back into the industrial area, 
increasing the length of the force main. 

When the sewer plan went before the Wilmington Conservation 
Commission, several people spoke out on their objections to the 
sewer, Some were concemed about the number of trees that would 
be cut. One man asked if the sewer pipe could possibly be damaged 
in a train wreck. He was referring to the pipe which would be 
buried some 16 to 20 feet beneath the railroad tracks. The question 
was so far-fetched that it clearly demonstrated the man's lack of 
understanding of the system, if not the extent he would reach in 
looking for an objection. ; 

The danger of allowing public participation in the redesign of a 
sewer system is that specifications based'bn engineering conside- 
rations could be changed based’on input by people who have no 
understanding or qualifications in that type of engineering. 

The concom has issued its order of conditions, and the Water and 
Sewer Commissioners say they can work within its limitations. But 
the sewer is not yet free of all its hurdles. There is still an appeal 
period, which gives opponents an opportunity to throw a monkey 
wrench into the works. 

To do so at this time could literally cost the town millions of 
dollars, or else completely kill the project. The town has an 
agreement with General Electric, where GE will pay the town one 
million dollars if the town provides a sewer on Fordham Road. GE 
sold its plant there a couple of years ago, and under the terms of its 
sale, must provide a new sewer system for the plant. The present 
septic system must be replaced under orders from the Mass. Dept. 
of Environmental Protection (DEP). GE has a choice — they can 
pay the town a million toward the cost of the sewer, or they can 
spend even more money building a sewage treatment plant on site, 
If the appeal is filed, the town will not be able to build the sewer 
within the time limits set by the DEP, and GE will have to proceed 
with the on-site treatment plant. Without the million dollar 
donation, it is doubtful that the sewer would be built. 

That would be a double disaster. The town would lose its sewer, 
and the groundwater would still have an eventual source of 
pollution hanging over it. 

People do have the right to file an appeal, but such a move would 
show total disregard for the environment and the town's efforts to 
protect it. Much of the grumbling seems to be based on personal 
grudges. To deny the town a sewer system for such a petty reason 
would be a shameless exploitation of democracy.

objections to MWRA bonding 


Barbara Buck, secretary of the 
Wilmington Water and Sewer 
‘Commissioners found herself si- 
‘multaneously taking dictation from 
cach of the three commissioners at 
their August 26 meeting. Such an 
event, with three men talking at 
‘Once about the same subject, was 
Tather unique to her, 

The dictation was an answer to a 
‘letter written by Assistant Town 
‘Manager, Jeffrey Hull, to the town 
manager, discussing possibilities of 
the town becoming a part to a suit 
against the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts for actions which 
had been taken by the virtue of 
enacting the fiscal year state 
budget. The action had been taken 
by the MWRA Advisory Board 
administrator. 

The letter from Hull finished 
‘with a statement: 

"I strongly recommend that the 
Town of Wilmington sign on as a 
party to this suit. Based on the 
merits of this case I believe the 
money will be well spent. I would 
expect that a contribution of 
$2,000 to $3,000 would be 
Sufficient." 

The subject of the letter was a 
discussion about the constitu- 
tionality of a’.00015 gallon water 
charge by MWRA; the payment of 
$120 million for M.D.C. Water 
and Sewer bonds; and the payment 
of $1.3 million for a state 
furlough. 

Wilmington receives no water 
from the MWRA, as do other 
communities, and the Water & 
Sewer Commissioners are actively 
attempting to separate, from the 
MWRA. As a consequence the 
commissioners were highly 
indignant at the proposal. 

Part of the letter which the 
commissioners dictated read: 

"The Board of Water and Sewer 
Commission strongly recommends 
that the Town of Wilmington not 
become a party to this suit, which 
only involves water rates. Please be 
advised that the Town- of 
Wilmington does not receive its 
water from the MWRA Water 
District and would have nothing to 
gain from the outcome of this 
litigation, 

We would recommend that if the 
MWRA spent less on glossy 
publications, frivolous . memo- 
randa,. unwarranted pay raises, 
excessive vacations, overstaffing 
and overuse of out of state 
contractors and consultants, the 
public would be better served at 
this time. 

The sewer district fees charged to 
the Town of Wilmington are 200 to 
250 percent greater than those 
charged the surrounding towns of 
equal or greater size, due to the 
inappropriate ass¢ssment method- 
ology. It would be better for the 


Advisory Board and our 
representative to put forth a more 
equitable method of. sewer 


asssessment based on flow which 
has been suggested by the Water 
and Sewer Commission for four 
years. Further, the methodology 
system has been installed for the 
implementation for this type of 
system but has not been activated 
due to political pressures from 
combined sewer committees." 

Hull told the Town Crier the 
letter was written because in the 
fiscal year 1992 the Common- 
wealth purports to require the 
MWRA to pay to the Common- 
wealth $120 million by September 
30, 1991. 

A payment of that magnitude, 
Hull said, would require that the 
MWRA issue bonds. The cost of 
the bonds, over a 30 yéar term of 
bond issue would be approximately 
$312 million, compared to the cost 
of $112 million. 

The results, Hull said, would be 
an increase, net of $200 million in 
costs to MWRA rate payers. 

"It is clear that the Common- 
wealth intends to take the $120 
million and place it in the General 
Fund to meet general obligations of 
the Commonwealth and to retire 
the water and sewer bonds in the 
ordinary course using other 
sources of revenue. It is simply a 
device to obtain additional revenue 
in the Fiscal Year 1992 Budget, to 
help keep it in balance, if not in 
surplus. 

The provision appears to be 
unlawful because the MWRA rate 
payers are being forced to fund a 
bond issue to place money into the 
General Fund, to benefit all 
citizens of the Commonwealth. 

The MWRA ratepayers’ will 
receive no benefit from the 
additional $200 million that they 
will have to pay, to fund the bond 
issue. 

The $120 million has not been 
differentiated between the sewer 
cost and debt and water cost and

No, this isn't a swipe at Politically 
Correct teachers; not yet. Soon. 

Kids need the basics of learning, 
but they benefit even more from a 
pele look at the world around 

Endangered elephants make 
for fun ¢lasswork, but our tadpoles 
aren't likely to see many elephants.

the big spiders living in the grass. 


climbed a big rock that dominates 
the middle of the field. There I told 
them to look up, and rattled off an 
astronomy lecture -- pointing out 
the Big Dipper, Polaris, the Little 
Dipper, and such. 

And they got lucky, too. As they 
were looking straight up, where the 
skyglow is weaker and more stars 
can be seen, a shooting star burned 
across the heavens. Plenty of oohs 
and ahs for that one. 

We discussed animals in the dark, 
like coyotes and deer, and listened 
for the squeak of overhead bats. A 
few mice rustled in the grass, which 
wasn't nearly as frightening after a 
brief explanation of the sound. 

The kids loved it. At the start they 
were afraid of the dark and all the 
nasty animals waiting to leap out at 
them -- but now they wanted to stay 
a few more minutes in the field. 

Mission accomplished. 

When we got back to the house, 
the kids were babbling about all the - 
wonders they'd met. Their parents 
sat through stories of glowworms 
and shooting stars, eyes that could 
see in the dark and how the lights of 
the city hides the stars. 

‘I stood by and listened with great 
amusement to their stories, I knew 
that an impact had been made. 

For years to come those three tad- 
poles are going to remember going 
on that nature walk in the dark with 
Uncle Bill. Humility prevents me 
from repeating their comment as to 
my future as a science teacher. 

But that’s how kids learn. We've 
got to teach them. Show them. Put 
a snake in their hands and tell them 
how it lives and breeds and feeds. A 
first hand education is the best kind. 

Now it's your turn. Take a walk.

demonstrating his expertise from 
the sidelines of a family medical 
practice. 

Asa family practitioner with a 
background in sports medicine, Dr. 
Solomon can make valuable 
contributions to just about any 
team. Proper medical care is 
critical to the success and safety of 
all athletes. This may be especially 
true for the young athletes now 
gearing up for the fall sports season 
at school. 

Some of the most hazardous 
sports, such as football and soccer, 
come up in the fall, noted Dr. 
Solomon, who recently joined the 
medical staff of Winchester 
Hospital. Injuries are more 
common among athletes who 
participate in contact sports. He is 
quick to point out, however, that 
people who participate in 
non-contact sports, such as tennis 
and swimming, should also be 
aware of potential hazards. 

"Many sports injuries are 
attributed to over use," he 
explained. "Inflammation, such as 
tendonitis, for example, often 
results when athletes do too much 
too soon. Knee, ankle, and shoulder 
injuries are most Common." 

To avoid these and other injuries, 
athletes should be in good physical 
condition and play at a level 
appropriate for their age, skill, and 
size. This can best be assessed 
during a sports physical, per- 
formed either by a medical 
professional at school or by a 
private physician. 

In addition, athletes can prepare 
for an upcoming season by starting 
a conditioning program that

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An author returns home

hat type of an artist is an 
author? 


The question comes to mind as 
one reads the works of Russell 
Banks, former Wakefieldian who 
will be returning home on 
September 9, at 7:30 p.m., to lec- 
ture at the Lucius Beebe Library. 

The return has been made pos- 
sible by a promotional tour for 
Banks’ latest endeavor “Sweet 
Hereafter” (Harper Collins) which 
will be published this Fall. 

“I spent a lot of rainy days at 
that library,” Banks said of his 
imminent return. 

He noted that his family moved 
away from Wakefield shortly after 
his 1958 graduation from 
Wakefield High School and Banks 
has not had an occasion to come 
back. 


Banks said that he is looking 
forward to this return trip to a 
community where his teenage 
years were “absorbed by sports, 
cars and girls. Not necessarily in 
that order.” 

Banks admits himself that his 
first thoughts were to become a 
visual artist. 

He describes his younger days 
as being spent in books, among 
his other activities, 

“I was’a reader. Obsessive, 
curious and omniverous,”. Banks 
said, 

He felt that many of his teach- 
ers liked to encourage his scholas- 
tic advancement, but not necessar- 
ily in the writing field. 

“T had no idea of becoming a 
writer,” Banks noted. 

This leaning towards visual 
artistry is evident in Bank’s eighth

book “Continental Drift” (Harper 
and Row). 

As the reader opens the cover it 
seems to be a feeling of knocking 
on the artist’s door. The painter 
then invites you into his studio 
and as he sets up his easel 
explains how the picture will 
progress. 

In Continental Drift, Banks’ 
paintbrush of words seems to start 
in one comer of the canvas as he 
explains the background of Bob 
Dubois and family and their New 
Hampshire heritage. The colors 
are a bit dark and the heritage 
would not be found in Yankee 
Magazine or any travel brochurés. 

It comes, rather, from the 
knowledge of a person that spent 
his early years growing up in a 
small New Hampshire town. 

All of a sudden, the 
artist/author. transfers to another 
corner of the canvas and using 
what seems to be a hurricane swirl 
of style, paints another portion of 
the picture. 

Eventually the two comers are 
widened out until the converge in 
the center with the climax of the 
story. However, the reading is not 
done as the reader then watches 
the artist finish the fine brush 
strokes, wielding the muted colors 
that bring one to the end of the 
tale, 

When asked about this simile 
on his style, Banks said, “The 
paintbrush concept occurs without 
my thinking about it. 

“TI visualize, as I write. Very 
vividly, he added. 

Describing the visualization 


Process Banks quoted Joseph 
Conrad who said “Above all, I 
want to make my readers see,” 

According to Banks, “This is 
rooted in my own desire to see.” 

He noted that he does not write 
until he has a clear picture in his 
own mind of the scenario that is 
about to be described. 

Banks noted that part of his 
appearance at the Library will be 
to read excerpts from his new 
book. However, he will also dis- 
cuss how a person goes from the 
football and track teams at 
Wakefield High School and fixing 
up a truck in his backyard to 
becoming an author. 

As a dry run he discussed this 
metamorphosis in a recent inter- 
view. 

Banks said that his father was a 
plumber and his mother was a 
bookkeeper. Neither had gone to 
college. 


He added that the idea of 
becoming. a writer-just seemed to 
gradually unfold. 

Banks also noted that the era 
when he grew up in Wakefield 
may have had something to do 
with his future career and that of 
classmate Buffy St. Marie and 
Israel Horowitz, who graduated a 
year ahead of the author and the 
folksinger/songwriter. 

According to Banks, his family 
migrated to Wakefield from New 
Hampshire like so many others 
that settled into the Route 128 
communities such as Reading, 
Stoneham and Lynnfield.

Commenting on being a book 
reviewer, Banks said “I have two 
rules, I don't know the author and 
I ma predisposed to like the work, 
even though it may turn out I 
don’t.” 

Explaining this last concept 
Banks said, “I never review any 
author whose works I don’t expect 
to like.” 

According to Banks, reviewing 
books can be a difficult an intimi- 
dating responsibility, “As a writer, 
you know what is at stake for the 
writer.” 

Banks described his latest 
work, Sweet Hereafter, as story 
narrated by the four characters 
involved with the aftermath of a 
disastrous school bus accident. 

“Its a story of community,” he 
said, “as the participants try’to” 
live together and alone as a result 
of the accident.”

Old toilets hit the road 


‘Where do old toilets go when 
they die? According to the 
Plumbing-Heating-Cooling 
Information Bureau, they may end 
up in some of the roads you drive 
on every day. 

Sound crazy? Read on. 

As drought-stricken areas have 
passed legislation to mandate 
retrofitting residences with ultra 
low flush toilets to reduce water 
consumption and sewage water 
volume, they've been left with lit- 
erally mountains of older models 
to dispose of, With most landfills 
filled to the brim already, these 
communities have been faced 
with a big problem. What could 
they do with these non-biodegrad- 
able, virtually indestructible toi- 
lets? 


The solution: grind them into 
aggregate for use as "reclaimed 
road base" in highway construc- 
tion. That's what California's 
Santa Barbara County Public 
Works Department has been doing 
for the last year with much suc- 
cess, as reported in a recent issue 
‘of Plumbing Heating Piping, an 
industry trade publication. 


“The solution is turning out to 
be one of the most ingenious, 
environmentally sound plans to 
come along in a while," said 
David L. Winer, executive direc- 
tor of the Bureau, an industry 
trade group. "Not only does this 
effort help prolong the life of 
landfills, it also conserves the nat- 
ural resources that would normal- 
ly be used to make road base. The 
plumbing industry as a whole 
applauds these efforts," 

As drought conditions continue 
to plague areas of the country, 
more communities that have 
enacted low flush legislation are 
expected to adopt similar recy- 
cling programs of their own. 

In 1990, the City of Santa 
Barbara and regional water agen- 
cies was reportedly the very first 
to go this route, That year, the city 
began offering homeowners a 
rebate of about $80 for each stan- 
dard toilet replaced with an ultra 
low-flush model. Even before the 
program started, thought was 
given to disposing of the toilets. 

One early suggestion was to 
sink the toilets in the Pacific to 


form artificial reefs for fish and 
other sea life. But according to 
Bill Menchen, senior materials 
engineer with the city's Public 
Works Dept., concerns raised by 
local environmentalists eventually 
torpedoed the idea. 


Then Menchen's agency came 
up with an even brighter idea of 
Passing the toilets through a rock 
crusher, converting them into 
Class II aggregate road base mate- 
rial. Although finding a company 
with a rock crusher that was 
strong enough to do the job was 
difficult, the agency eventually 
joined forces with an Oxnard, 
California-based company, S.P. 
Milling. 

"Once the plastic and metal 
parts are removed from the toilet, 
it fractions nicely into’a clean, 
hard aggregate less than in inch in 
diameter, and it's much more 
durable than conventional road 
aggregate," said. Menchen. 


“This program saves natural 
resources used in normal road 
base, promotes the whole idea of 
recycling and prolongs the life of 
our area landfills. It's a win-win 
situation. 

Luckily, the soundness of the 
idea has caught on. Other commu- 
nities in California and elsewhere 
that are planning programs have 7 
consulted with Menchen to set up 7 
recycling efforts of their own. 


Cities which are considering 9 


adopting this program include 
Santa Monica, San Luis Obispo 
and Los Angeles -- and even those 
as far away as Washington, D.C. 
Austin, Texas, Seattle, 
Washington and Portalnd, Oregon. 


Grover City, California is one 
city that has adopted Menchen's 
program full force, after institut- 
ing an ambitious retrofitting poli- 
cy about a year ago. The city has 
been pleased with the results. 

"We're not creating another 
problem (with our retrofitting pro- 
gram)," said Carol Elms, with the 
Grover City Water Conservation 
Dept. "I encourage other commu- 
nities across the nation who are 
replacing toilets on a large scale 
to develop a recycling program of 
their own. You just can't lose with 
this idea."

You just never know how 
much reality hurts, though, until it 
hit you on the side of the head. 

Too, I was bitter, bitter because 
her mother once again was mak- 
ing me feel as though so much of 
what had happened in Cheryl's 
life was my fault. As if I was the 
one who stuffed the drugs into her 
system! I was not the enemy. If I 
was guilty of anything, it was try- 
ing too hard to rescue her, to pro- 
tect her, to care for her. In the end, 
now, none of that seems to make a 
difference anymore. Cheryl's 
mother wanted the last of Cheryl’s 
belongings back. | told her that it 
was not fair that she should ask 
me to do something that would be 
so emotionally detrimental to me. 
Maybe in time, but not now. 
Cheryl never had the courage to 
call me, to tell me what was going 
on in her life, regardless of 
whether it was something I want- 
ed to hear. I loved her, and all I 
wanted was what was best for her. 
No, it would be too painful to go 
back to a place haunted with 
Cheryl's ghost. 

I will never forget the moment 
I first laid eyes on Cheryl. I have 
always believed in love at first 
sight, and with Cheryl it was no 
different. I never saw the night- 
mare through her eyes back then, 
the nightmare that she was in the 
middle of trying to cope with, nor 
the nightmare that was to become 
ours. All I wanted to do was be 
with her, to fulfill the ideals that I 
had always believed could exist, 
such as love and marriage, chil- 
dren, monogamy, growing old and 
dying together, passing into 
another world together. Jeez, was 
I kidding myself! I had never 
found those virtues before, so 
what made me think I would find 
them with Cheryl? I was only 
fooling myself. 

When it became apparent that 
Cheryl had a substance abuse 
problem, I should have detached 
myself from her then, But I didn’t. 
For some unknown reason, I actu- 
ally felt 1 could make a difference 
in her life, help her get over her 
problem, and maybe at least find a 
little bit of that idealism. What 
became truth, though, was that I 


could never make a difference in 
her life, never convince her to 
stop using drugs, never make her 
see a light at the end of the tunnel. 
Only she was going to get to that 
point. Unfortunately, when a sub- 
stance abuser does hit rock bot- 
tom, it is always those who love 
him or her the most that get hurt 
the most. 

Even at that point, I still 
refused to give up, to stop believ- 
ing that things would get better 
between us. Even when I knew 
that she was telling me lies, 
deceiving me, even stealing from 
me. Even when my family and 
friends - oh, thank God for them, 
because without them, I probably 
wouldn’t be able to get through 
this crisis - told me that I wasn’t 
seeing Cheryl for Cheryl. I want- 
ed to see what I wanted to see, 
and that was that. 

It was my friends who finally 
convinced me that | was making 
myself sick, perhaps sicker/than 
Cheryl, and that I needed to seek 
help myself. I was so desperate to 
find a solution to my dilemma, 
even at the risk of that solution 
being the loss of Cheryl, that I 
was willing to try anything that 
might work, First, I read books. I 
read Melody Beattie's book, 
“"Co-dependent No More.” I 
found out that the technical term 
for what I am is co-dependent. 
Ms. Beattie’s book is all about 
finding ways to detach yourself 
from an addictive relationship. 


I'll never forget a line that 
appears at the end of the book; If 
a relationship is dead, bury it. 
That was the one thing I had 
never done; I'd realized that my 
relationship with Cheryl was over, 
dead, but I refused to bury it. It 
was as though I needed to keep 
punishing myself for having 
allowed myself to get involved 
with her in the first place, But 
there never was a need to do that 
to myself, and seeing it in print 
made me feel somewhat better. 

I tried self-help therapy. I sur- 
rounded myself with other people 
in the same boat as I. I wanted my 
living hell to end, Then I saw a 
piece in the newspaper the other 
day, It was about a woman going 
through what I’m going through. 
She came to the conclusion that

ed @ way to stop loving the man 
who'd brought so much agony 
into her life. I felt for her, because 
I realized that ! also felt the same 
way.

I 
thought of the Michael Bolton 
song, which says only time, love 
and tendemess will cure a broken 
heart. 

Too, I thought of Lee Remick, 
who died recently of cancer. On 
the day of her death, television 
stations ran clips of an interview 
she gave shortly after she found 
out that she was going to die. She 
said that suddenly none of the 
things that had brought her so
